I asked 
them what was the cause of this 
intrusion. Both were out of

Gov. West Strongly Opposed to the Ter- 
ritory’s Admissiaz. 
By Telegraph to me Post-DisraTcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Janu 9. - HNr. 0. W. 
West, Who was appointed Governor of Utah 
by President Cleveland, arrived in Washing - 
ton on 8 ynight. He thtends to appear 
before the House Committee on Territories to- 
day to oppose the admission of Utah as a 
State. This sentiment, he says, la shared by 
nearly every hon-Mormon or Gentile in the 
Territory. Gov. West places his,objection on 
the broad ground that the Mormons are un- 
fitted to exercise the rights of American citi- 
zenship. . 2 

„Ot the 220,000 people within the limits of 
the Territory,“ he continued, ‘‘four-fifths are 
Mormons. They are ruled practically by a 
one-man power, They do as they are bidden. 
They obey the demands of the church without 
amurmur. They pay one-tenth of their earn- 
ings, from whatever source they mav come, 
to the chureh, Their frst President, who is 
seer, prophet and revelator,is supposed to ro- 
ceive his instructions from on high and bis 
utterances are accepted as tlie word of 
God. To give these people the sovereign 
rights it is proposed fo bestow upon them, 


would be to place every nom Mormon in Utah 
completely at thefr mercy. Under a territo- 
rial form of goverament we are protected by 
Congress and the Executive. If the right o. 
statehood were conferred upon Utah the Mor- 
mons would frame a constitution and laws so 
unjust and arbitr in their character that an 
outsider could not e among them. Hence 
Ieay all the non-Mormons in the Territory, 
without regard to parties, oppose the propo- 
sition of statelivod.’’

The Educational Card Packs of the Period— 
A New and Piquant Boston Game De- 
scribed—The First Pack on Record 
Poe's Opinien as to the Value of Whist. 


From the Boston Globe. 

This is the time of year when family happl- 
ness depends largely upon indoor amuse- 
ments. Life would be dull indeed to thou- 
sands were it not for the card table. Playing 
cards have deen the playthings of 
mankind from a date too far back 
In History to be exactly Axed. The anciett 
Egyptians of Pharoah’s time even are be- 
Heved to have enjoyed their 
Bmropean countries first played at cards, so 
far as we know, in the early part of the fif- 
teenth century. 

, THE FIRST PACK 

of which any copy is preserved was in use in 
Venice in 1428, and contained seventy-elght 
cards in all, twenty-two of which were picture 
cards of very quaint character. One picture 
card represented the devil, another death, a 
third the moon, a fourth the sun, while the 
fifth depicted the judgment day. The 
Venetians called it the game of tarots, and 
it was not doubt the original parent of the 
modern card pack, with its kings, qusens, 
knaves, etc. The French developed the game 
greatly, and it became the standard pastime 
ot all the royalcourts ot the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Cards became so prominent a feature 
of social life in France that when the revolu- 
tion came new packs were devisedin which 
kings and queens were done away with, 
philosophers and popular heroes and heroines 
taking heir places. 

THE GREAT NAPOLEON 
himselfthought it worth his whileto make 
regulations as to the devices on playing 
cards. The common packs in use at this time 
are derived from English models of the 
time of Henry VII. Several attempts have 
been made by card makers to intro- 
duce designs of a more modern style, but the 
popular preference for the old style has been 
too strong to admit of their success. The 
favor with which card playing was recetved 
by all the royal courts is a matter of history. 
The first positive mention of playing cards is 
an item in an account of the treasurer of 
Charles VI. of France recording the payment 
ef 55 sols tor three packs of cards for the 
amusement of the king,’’ who was partially 
insane. Henry III. of France received a band 
of Italian card sharps at his court, and they 
won 30,000 crowns from him. Cardinal 
Mazarin made card playing almost the 
chief business of the Court of Louis XV. 


The ill-fated Marie Antoinette had a perfect 
passion for the card table. Napoleon I. was 
very fond of whist, and during hie exile at St. 
Helen passed neurly every evening playing 
it. In England Queen Elizabeth was a de- 
voted card player, and under the Stuart kings 
the card table was all the rage. Each nation 
has produced its own favorite card games. 
Landsknecbtspiel, axameof pure chance, is 
Germany's national card game. Owbre is the 
pet in Spain. Frenchmen prefer ecarte and 
piquet. .Whist is the 
DISTINCTLY ENGLISH GAME 

of cards. Old English literature ia full of it. 
It was originaliy known as the game of tri- 
umph or trumps, and in the time of the Tudor 
kings it was commonly called ruff-and-hbon- 
ors. akespeare shows that he knew all 
about the game lu Antony and Cleopatra. 
activ, scene 12, which was prabably written 
about 1607, for he makes Antony say: 
My good knave, Eros, now thy captain is 
Even such a body; here I am Antony; 
Yet cannot nold this visible shape, my knave.

Whist, the finished outgrowth of Shak- 
speare’s game of triumph, is rightly 
ranked as the most thoughtful and scientific 
of all card games. Euchre and poker are our 
distinctly American national games. It is 
hard to say, however, whether whist or poker 
counts most yotaries in the United States. 

EDGAR ALLAN POE 
has recorded his opinion that there is nothing 
equal to whist as a diversion for the highest 
orders of intellect. Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
too, was always ready to play whist, ard he 
played it with such spirit and good temper 
that everybody wanted to be his partuer. 

Considering the strong identification of 
playing cards with royalty, the extreme fond- 
ness of the courts of James I., Charles I. and 
Charies II. for them, it is not surprising that 
the Puritans strongly oppvsed them. fn the 
court records of Massachusetts for March, 
1681, ali persons haviny cards in their pos- 
session were ordered to destroy them before 
the next court, under pain of punishnient. 
The religious objection to card 1 
ing survives strongly among a 

rtion of the .communit to this day. 

o meet this . e a large number of 
modern card g s of an entirely different 
order heve been invented. The game of 
Authors is a notably popular one. Educa- 
tional card games are numerous and pop- 
ular. Many well-known games of this class 
are amusing agencies for teaching arith- 
metic, grummar, history and science. Dr. 
Willshire, in his famous book on card-play- 
ing’, describes a singular pack of cards — * 
lished in this country early in the present 
century, in which the ordinary picture cards 
of Kings, queens and knaves were supplanted 
by American arm officers, vddesses 
of liberty and other d ctiy republican em- 
blems. he novelties evidently were short- 
lived, forthey have altogether disappeared, 
while the old familiar pack, with its Middle 
Age symbols of royalty are still in vogue. It 
is not likely that they will go out of fashion 
in our day for proxressive whist and euchre 
parties were certainly never more in favor,

GEN. JACKSON’S VALET. 


Touching Reminiscences of His Kind Master 
by the Faithful Old Servant. 


From the New York Graphic. 

A correspondent of a Southern paper thus 
describes a visit to ‘‘The Hermitage,’’ once 
the home of Gen. Andrew Jackson, near Nash- 
ville: I wasshown around, he says, by 
an old negro servant, Alfred by name, 
who is 86 Fears of age, the 
sole survivor of the old Jackson 
household. He is white-headed, very lame 


and’ feeble, but possesses a remarkable mem- 
ory, and talks in the most affectionate manner 
of his old master. Me and Maus Andrew was 
born in them two cabins you see right over 

ondo,’’ he id to me, pointing to a couple 
of old rickety log cabins a few yards back of 
the Hermitage, and when I dies de las mem- 
ber ob de Jackson family ts gone.“ The cabins 
were used by Gen. Jackson and his slaves be- 
fore the Hermitage was built. Alfred was 
Gen. Jackson's last peer servant, and 
accompanied him to Washington at the 
time or his _inauguration. He says 
it required three weeks to make 
the trip inthe old family coach. The old ser- 
vant teils of many interesting events that took 
place at the Hermitage. He has the liveliest 
recoliections of Gen. Lafayette’s visit, and 
gays that a great burbecue, in celebration of 
the event, was spread inthe front yard, the 
tables extending from the house tothe front 
gate. In the center of the table was a cheese 
weighing 400 pounds, and whole oxen, sheep 
and pigs were roasted by the score. All of the 
ople in the South were present. Al- 
fred said that his father, George, was Gen. 
Jackson's driver and his most trusted ser- 
vant. His account ot his old master’s dea h 
is very pathetic. 

The General was mighty sick, he says, 
and early one morning the doctor sent me to 
Nashville to get six bottles of gin. Whenl 
got home they said old marster was dying and 
all the negroes crowded into the house to see 
bim and tell him good-bye. The doctor toid 
them that they must all git out, but the Gen- 
eral he riz up and says, Let em stay; I wants 
to see em. My father was sitting on the bed 
holding de General’s head ona piliow. De 
General then says, ‘George, let my head 
duwn—l’ll rest easier,’ and these were the last 
words he ever said. When de pillar was taken 
outand his head straightened out he closed 
his eyes and died without a struggie.’’ 

It will be remembered that Gen. Jackson 
fought a duel with a man for making some 
scandalous use of his wie's name. The old 
servant says he fairly adored his wife, and in 
substantiation he led me to the tomb where 
the remains of the General and bis wife rest. 
The graves were cut ina bed of solid masonry, 
under a stone canopy, supported by stone 
Pillars. There, said Alfred, pointing to a 
siab over Mrs. Jackson's grave, read what's 
on that stone—it was writ by de Generali 
hisseif.’*’ The inscription, cut in old-fash- 
ioned letters, with some few words misspelled, 
and many letters omitted and recut above the 
words where wunting, is as foliows: 

**Here lie the remains of Mrs. Rachel Jack- 
son, wife of President Jackson, who died De- 
cember 22, 1826, age 61 years. Her face was 
fair, her person pleasing, her temper amia- 
bie and her heart kind; she delighted in re- 
lieving the wants of her fellow creatures, and 
cultivated that divine pleasure by the most 
liberal and unpretending methods. To the 
poor she was a benefactor, to the rich an ex- 
— 1 and tothe wretohed a comforter. Her 

lety went hand in hand with her benevo- 

ence, and she thanked her Creator for bein 
permitted to do good; a being so gentle an 
yet so virtuous, slander might wound but 
could not dishonor. Even death when he tore 
her from the arms of her husband, could but 
transport her to the bosom of her God. 

„es, I well remember when she diea,’’ 
Uncie Alfred continued, after 1 had read the 
imperishable epitaph. ‘‘The big carriage was 
all hitched up, the trupks N on be- 
hing, the driver in his place, and everything 
was ready to start for Nebo ser All at 
once the mistress was taken sick. The Gen- 
eral was in a big burry. and the horses were 
kept bitched all night and the next day. That 
day she died and late in the afternoon was 
buried. The General was must heart-broken. 
Alter the grave was filled he walked to a wil- 
low tree and cut offfour switches, and stuck 
one at each corner around the grave. Then 
he said all was over, got in the carriage and 
says, ‘George, drive me to Washington as

91 years oid. The tomb is under the shade 
of these trees. It is like many of the b 
Southern tombs. The stone covering 01 
Hickory’s’’ remains was originally balanced to 
a pivot, and could be swung open to allow 
visitors alook at the coffin. me 
students made an unsucvessful attempt once 
te steal the body, and after that the grave 
was. filled with sand and covered over with 
solid masonry. Around the tomb are a num- 
ber of graves of the relatives and friends of 
the ex- President. The little graveyard is in 
one corner of the family garden, and I was 
shown flower-beds laid out and rose and fruit 
trees planted by the Generals own hands.

JUDGE NOONAN’S IDEAS. 

Did you see the statement that Dr. Bauduy 
and Dr. Fry had expressed the opinion that 
the attacks which Willie Maiers is the subject 
of are shammed?’’ was asked of Judge 
Noonan to-day.

THE RATE-CUTTING WAR 


DETAILS OF THE CONFERENCE OF RAIL- 
WAY MAGNATES AND BANKERS. 


The Broken Agreement of December 21—A 
* Committee Appointed to Devise Plaus 
to Restore and Maintain Rates—Charges 
Against the Missouri Pacific—The Scalp- 
ers’ Big Western Deal—Railroad News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DtsPatcn, 

New Tonk, January 9.—As telegraphed to 
the FPoOsT-DISPATCH yesterday the railway 
magnates, who are the executive heads of 
some of the Jargest railway systems in the 
world, the aggregate capital footing up to 
nearly two billion dollars, held an informal 
meeting yesterday morning at 9 o’clock at the 
house of J. Pierpont Morgan, No. 219 Madison 
avenue. These gentlemen were the same who 
met December 21, when the preliminary agree- 
ment to restore and maintain rates was 
signed, and this time they bad come together 
to devise a plan whereby rate cutting should 
become a thing of the past. After the ad- 
journment of the meeting the following off - 
cial statement was made by Mr. Morgan: 

‘‘An adjourned meeting ofthe presidents 
of the roads west of Chicago and St. Louis 
together with members of the firms of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., Brown Bros. & Co. and Kid - 
der, Peabody & Co., held this morning at 
the house of M. J. PI nt Morgan. In fur- 
therance ofthisa committee was appointed 
to prepare the necessary papers, also to con- 
fer with the Interstate Commerce Commigsion 
as tothe legality of any plan that might be 


prepared, said committee to report at the ad- 
journed meeting to be held on Thursday next. 
The Presidents were also unanimous in the 
expression of the necessity of a strict enforce- 
ment of the interstate commission get. 4 
unanimous invitation was extended to the 
trunk line Presidents to join and take part io 
the conference on Thursday. 

The committee which was appointed at the 
suggestion of President Cable of the Rock 
Island, consists of President Charles Fraacis 
Adams of the Union Pacific, Vice-President 
Frank 8. Bond of the St. Paul, and President 
Wm. B. Strong of the Atchison.’’ 

As the law prohibits pooling, by which the 
total business of the roads is divided on the 
percentage basis, nothing can be done beyond 
the establishing ot rates and the fixing of a 
penalty for cutting them. It is believed that 
the committee will recommend a general rate 
association. The plan tor a clearing-house 
does not seem to meet with favor on the part 
ofa majority of the presidents, and is not 
likelyto be adopted. The former meeting 
at Mr. Morgan's house took direct 
action only on freight rates. The new 
arrangement will include the passenger busi- 
neas, although the territory in which the re- 
cent cuts were made by the Missouri Pacific, 
is covered by the Colorado Traffic Association. 
President Cable was fortified with evidence 
against the Missouri Pacific, but the subject of 
its cuts was not brought up, The whole dis- 
cussion. turned onthefutare government of 
the roads in rate matters. The latecuts, how- 
ever, may be brought up to-morrow. 

ALLEGED RECKLESS MANAGEMENT. 

There has been talk of a movement to vote 
some of the presidents out of office because of 
their alleged reckless management. Up to 
to this time it has not assumed large vro- 
portions, and if the proposed presidents’ or- 
ganization is successiully formed it is not apt 
to go any further. The late Wm. H. Vander- 
bilt tried to oust President Cable from tbe 
Rock Island several years ago. He called for 
proxies, but only obtained consent to repre- 
sent the holders of $5,000, of stock out 
of a total of 9,000,000. There are 
thirteen directors in the Rock 
Island Board, and each holds one or more 
lots of trust stock. The total held by the 
directors is declared to be ample to secure 
control ot them.

Tue New York Supreme Court Circuit 
has decided in the suit of the State against 
the North River Sugar Refining Co. that 
the latter, by selling its stock to the Sugar 
Trust and closing its works, simply passed 
out of existence as a cerporation. Ifthe 
General Term andthe Court of Appeals 
sustain this decision, which is in line with 
many recent decisions, the effect will be 
to resolve the Sugar Trust into a mere 
partnership succeeding to the property 
rights and pecuniary responsibilities of 
the various corporations composing the 
trust, as any purchaser might, without 
acquiring any of the corporate rights con- 
ferred by the charters upon the defunct 
corporations. As the Sugar Trust will not 
be dispossessed of the property by this de- 
cision,we do not see how it can impair 
the booming prosperity of that monopoly. 


Tue Nicaragua Canal Co., already 
fully incorporated by State action, asked 
for incorporation by the United States on 
the ground that such incorporation was 
needed to secure to the company the bene- 
At ot the approval, protection and moral 
support of the United States Government. 
If thatavowed object was the sole object 
of the bill, we do not see what exceptions 
the friends of the enterprise in the Senate 
can take to the amendments imposed by 
the House. These merely require that a 
majority of the directors shall be citizens 
of the United States and the rest citizens 
of Nicaragua; that the company shall 
make an annual report to our Sevretary 
of the Interior; that the company shall 
accept no further concessions from 
Nicaragua affecting the rights of our 
citizens without the consent of our Gov- 
ernment; thatthe stock shall be paid for 
in money and shall not be increased 
above $100,000,000 except by a vote of two- 
thirds of the stock; and one House 
amendment expressly declares that the 
United States shall not be responsible for 
the company’s debts. Without such aménd- 
ments it would be a dangerous measure. 
It should not be passed in any shape 
which will create a basis for such claims 
as the bankrupt Panama Canal Co. is 
now pressing with strong popular support 
upon the French Government.

THE STATE TREASURER-ELFCT MAKES SOME. 
‘SUGGESTIONS ABOUT THE REVENUE 


He Thinks That Telephone and Telegraph 
" Companies Do Net Contribute Enough 
to the State—Taxing Notes and Bonads— 
The Mistery of St. Se 
Salute Fired for It. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

JEFFERSON ClTY, January 7.—Ed Noland, 
State Treasurer-elect, entertains very decided 
views on State taxation. Ge is of the opinion 
that the revenue ofthe State could be very 
materially increased at the expense of for- 
eign corporations which are doing business in 
the State, but which at present do not con- 
tributed what Mr. Nolan considers their share 
of the taxes. 

„Merchants are compelled urtier a State 
law to pay a State tax on the amount ot stock 
which they earry during certain . months 
in the  year,’’ said Mr. Noland 
to a PoOsT- DISPATCH reporter this 
afternoon, and itis only right that persons 
living outside of the State and doing business 
bere should be placed on the same footing. 
Foreign insurance companies for instance, 
should de required to pay more taxes than 
they do under the present law. They pay the 
State l perceht on the amount of their net 
premium receipts; that is after deducting 
their losses. If a company’s losses exceed 
their premium receipts they pay no taxes 
whatever. Now our merchants pay their 
taxes without reference to profits or losses. 
The net premiums taken out of the State an- 
nually by such companies exceeds $2,000,000, 
for which the State receives about 20, 000. I 
believe these insurance companies should 
pay taxes on their gross receipts and 
that the State should receive in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000 annually. ’’ 

How about telegraph, telephone and mort- 
gage companies?’’ 

„Telegraph, telephone and mortgag@om- 
panies pay but a small tax compared tothe 
amount of money which they take out of the 
State. I think it w.uld be well to tax tele- 
graph compunies as they do in Arkansas, on 
every message sent in the State. Express 
companies also get off very light. They only 
pay on office furniture and not a cent 
ou their business. Freight lines, as separate 


corporations, distinct from the railroad com- 
panies, paying no taxon their business as I 
think they should. If our merchants are 
taxedon their dusiness why not tax these 
freixht lines on their business?“ 

„Parties holding notes do not pay their 
share of taxes. A law which bars the collection 
of notes untiltaxes have been vaidon them 
would increase the State revenue considerably. 
If the * will = out these ideas 
and tax the industries 712 I bonestly be- 
lieve we could greatly r taxes on 
real estate.’

A GOSTLY DESSERT SERVICE. 

I see it stated that a reserve price of $50,000 
is to be placed on Lord Oxenbridge’s famous 
Sevres dessert service from Gatton Park when 
offered for sale at Qhristié’s. This service, 
‘however, is not the finest in the world, 
as bas been stated. Putting aside the 
Sevres service in the imperial palace at St. 
Petersburg, there is the Queen’s superb des- 
sert service, which is kept in the private 
apartments at Windsor Castle in a number of 
cabinets, arranged around the Green drawing 
room, whieh Is generally regarded as the chef 
d’@uvre uf the art treasures belonging to the 
crown at Windsor, and has been valued at 
$250,000. This service was made for King 
Louis XVI. of France and was purchased by 
King George IV. when Prince Regent. The 
ground is of blue, with a wonderful 
gilding by the renowned Leguayes and 
exquisite medallion subjects painted by 
Bodin. It will scarcely be credited that this 
almost priceless service has for many years 
been in daily use at Carlton house and at the 
cottage in Windsor park for the private table 
of George IV., and during that period twelve 
pieces disappeared, being reported broken.

That they 

have not been renewed is not because the 

Montague and Davis have neglected them, for 

they were prompt in applying for permission 

to continue in business another six months. 

Collector Sexton, however, will not issue them 

licenses, and they will ve required to close 

their doors or sell their saloons to some one 

whose character is such as to justify the issu- 
ing of a license. 

It will not be difficult to recall the circum- 
stances that have brought this refusal about. 
The people will remember the üght the Post- 
DISPATCH made six months ago in the interest 
of decency and order, andthe exposures that 
were made involved, above all others, these 
two saloon-keepers. 

The first of these cases that was brought to 
the public attention was that of John Davis. 
For years he has kept his two saloons, which 
are both located in districts given up almost 


exclusively to the half world. Women of ill 
repute may frequently be seen about them, 
and wires fromthe Eleventh street saloon to 
the houses in the neighborhood operate a call 
ob meena that is immensely profitable to the pro 
prietor 

The places have long been objectionable and 
for years it has been the wish of the good peo- 
pie who live near them that they should be 
closed up. In July last Davis called at Collect- 
or Sexton’s office as usual to renew his II- 
censes for the coming six months, but 

COLLECTOR SEXTON 

refused to issue them then, and referred tbe 
applications to the Police Board for a report 
on the moral character of the 1 — 
While it was yet under consideration, the polic® 
made the wholesale arrests of the saloon- 
keepers who had not pad their II 
censes, and the result was an enormons 
rush in the Collector's office. Extru clerks 
were put on, but even they were not sufficient 
to meet the demands of the hundreds of dram- 
shop keepers who were driven into the office 
by the police. While this rush was going on 
Davis secured his licenses fromacierk who 
knew nothing of the reference of his applica- 
tions tothe board. It was not long before 
Collector Sexton received notice that the 
board had 1 2 against Davis and said his 
piace was such character that no license 
oughtto be issued to him. That at once 
brought§ matters to a rather sensational 
issue. The members of the board were not 
r when they found that Mr. Sexton had 
ssued the licenses while they had Davis’ ap- 
plications under consideration on his own 
reference. An explanation was made, how- 
~ von and that part ot the difficulty was set- 

tied 

Those licenses have now expire? and Davis 
went again to the Collector’s office to renew 
them. Probably he expected it, but whether 
he did or not he was refused. He“ asked on 
what grounds and he was referred to the re- 
portof the Police Board, made six months 
ago. His answer was a queer one. He 
remembered the report, but said 
it only applied to his saloon on Eleventh and 
Locust streets and not to the one on Sixth 
street. He was promptly informed that no 
one in the Collector’s office could understand 
how be could be a man of one character on 
Eleventh and Locust streets and a man of 
another kind on Sixth and Elm streets and 
Davis withdrew, after asking Collector Sexton 
to investigate the case. 

PAT MONTAGUE’S DEN, 

at 413 Morgan street, cume into notoriety 
some time later and bis reeord was then re- 
vamped, much to his discredit. On the 18th 
of September August V. Branconier 
went into Montague’s saloon, about 
midnight. He remained there for some time, 
but baving no money Pat Montague ordered 
him to leave the place. Branconier refused to 
go and Montague shuved him through the 
door way. Branconier fell on the sidewalk 
but rose to bis feet again. An eye witness 
tes tified that Montague rnshed out ofthe sa- 
loon and struck Branconier on the head, felling 
him to the ground, and that Montague and his 
brother then carried him into the saloon 
again. He was afterwards seen in the back 
yard dazed, but those who saw him 
thought he was drunk. An hour later 
Mrs. Montague found him on the floor of the 
hall in the second story. Andrew Jackson 
Kennedy entered the saloon about that time 
and as he wae a friend of Branconier’s he was 
told that Gus was up-stairs drunk and 
asked to take him away. Kennedy 
took him to the Third District Police Station, 
where he was placed in a cell to sober up. In 
the morning he was stiil asleep and the officers 
didnot wake him up. They saw him several 
times during the day, but thought he was 
oniy sleeping off his drunk. About 5 o’clock 
in the evening they became uneasy and tried 
to wake him but could not, 80 
they placed him in the patrol wagon and 
sent him tothe Dispensary, from whence he 
was sent to the City Hospital, where he died 
next day from fracture of the skull. Montague 
was arrested end subsequentiy indicted for 
murder in the first degree. He is out now on 
bond. Montague’s record is well-known. He 
has been known tothe police for seyeral years 
as the keeper of low drinking houses. hile 
the bridge was building Pat and his brother 
Barney Montague, kept a ‘‘tough’’ boarding 
house on Sixth street and Washington avenue. 
Next they were running Cobweb Hall, a sa- 
loon and lodging-house at Third and ‘Christy 
avenue. Krom there they moved to the Levee 
and Washington avenue, where they 
opened the Montague House, and made a 
reputation for themselves. The river men 
and Levee toughe met there and danced with 
the boodlumesses of the hard neighborhoods. 
Fights were numerous at the place, and com- 
plaints of robberies were frequent. It be- 
came so notorious that Chief Huebier, then 
Captain of the Third District, had to break up 
the pee. After the Montague House was brok- 
en up t Montague disappeared fora while 
and nothing more was seen of him until he 
opened the place at 418 Morgan where Bran- 
conier was killed. It is an all- night saloon 
andthe police say the hardest of hard char- 
acters are found there, but it will drop out of 
existence now and so will Davis’ two places, 
or they will be turned over to men who have 
better records.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Bills Iatroduced in Both Branches—The 
Council and the House. 


The City Council met last night with Presi- 
dent Allen in the chair and eight members 
present. Several private ordinances were ap- 
proved, and the bonds of City Surveyor John 
G. Joyce andthe Excelsior Coal Co. were ap- 


proved. 
A resolution was adopted requesting the City 
Register to provide each Justice of the Peace 


in the city with a copy of the revised ordi- 
nances. 

The Ways and Means Committee submitted 
an endment to the bill under which the 
St. uls, Oak Hill & Carondelet road is op- 
erated, making the method of payment to the 
city slightly different. Instead of 3 per cent 
of the gross earnings.for the first ten years it 
isto pay $800 a year and for the second ten 

ears $1,000. For the last thirty years of its 

ranchise the payment will be adjusted by 
agreement with the city. Failing in that itis 
to pay 3 — cent on its ,ross earnings. 

A resolution was passed, recognizing an 
agreement made between Mayor Francis, City 
Counselor Bell and Attorney John G. Bull 
The agreewent was thet Mr. Bull be allowed 
10 per cent on the value of certain South St. 
Louis property if he wins asuit now pending 
whereby the city gains possession. 

The ordinance readjusting the licenses for 
bankers, brokers, mining brokers and insur- 
ance agents was passed. 

John G. Joyce was confirmed as City Sur- 
veyor. 

he Committee on Claims reported several 
relief bills, which were passed. 

The bill providing furniture for the residence 
of the Work house Superintendent was 
passed. 

The electric wire conduit bill was passed, 
Messrs. Duross and Cole voting no. 

Council adjourned until Friday evening. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House of Delegates twenty-five mem- 
bers were called to order by Speaker Banner- 
man. 

Mr. Huber introduced a bill authorizing 
Henry Voelkeneng to erect a public scale. 

Several switch bills were reported by the 
Committee on Railroads and ordered en- 
grossed. 

The resolution relative to purchasing gas- 
works was laid over. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Hilgeman 
making it a misdemeanor to sell pools or keep 
a pool room outside of agricultural asssocia- 
tions, authorized race coursesor places for 
testing speed and skill under authorized 
officers. 

A resolutioA was adopted requesting the 
Board of Public Improvements to reconstruct 
Morgan street from Fifth to Sixth streets. 

The House adjourned until Friday.

The people of Birmingham, England, gave 
aroyal welcome last night to Joseph Cham- 
berlain and bis American bride, daughter of 
Secretary of War Endicott. 


Two Italians named John Passanti and 
Antonio Gascano had a fight in New York, 
last evening, and Passanti cut Gascano’s 
throat witharazor. The wound is fatal. 

An attempt to blow up the palace in Madrid 
was made yesterday 2 the throwing of a 
petard on a staircase. he explosion caused 
great alarm. No arrests have been made. 


Mrs. Margaretha Schneider, an old woman, 
was murdered in her room at No. 8 West 
Fifth street, Baltimore, Md., last night. 
The deed is supposed to have been done by 
another woman who lived in the house. 

A cave-in of land occurred near Berthier, 
Quebec, yesterday, and did about $10,000 worth 
of damage. The pheno'nenon lasted about 
halfan hour. The sensation is described as 
being similar to that felt on a ship which is 
rising and pitching in a storm.
